11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The examiner disagrees with the applicants' remark that the only instance in which data is uplinked from the medical device is 
when the patient visits the medical facility. Hofrefe teaches two way communication between the user interface and the medical 
device through the telemetry circuit for uplink of data (i.e. monitoring) and prescription or parameter modifcation (see col. 7, lines 
13-51) Regarding claim 2, said claim only requires that the connector "allow" a power source in the clinical instrument to be 
connected to power the telemetry circuit (i.e., the claim does not require the telemetry unit to be powered by the clinical 
instrument power source - it merely requires that it be capable of being powered by the clinical instrument power source). 
Applicants state that the telephone line of Hogrefe can provide power to the telephone, but that Hogrefe does not teach that the 
programming unit 22 receives power from the medication programming system 14. Claim 2 does not include this limitation.
